Now we have a staff ofonly aine*eeo and
I 00 children. People withou jobs do no1 rced childcaro. Our looal school taxes are extemely higtr, and
now the public schools are competing dircctly with us by enrolling pre-school children. Parents certaidy
vrill not $ay oo to *Iice" childcare and who could blame them.

Our laws and regulations cxist for the protection of our citizers pnd our businesses, and State la* should
never be preempted by federal law. less intervention is always desirable. The foderal govemment sbould
not be imposing a rule that could cause our oper'ating costs to dse. Activists in corporate boardroorrs will
likely cause price inueases for small businesses as fallout reaches supptiers. Higber costs f.br us may gen-
erate layof&, loss of income and overall economio hardship. Since the existiog shareholder proxy ascess
works, we hope you will just leave it alone.
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
